You probably haven’t heard Jeff 
Richardson. And you may not have heard 
the 10-month-old restaurant where the New 
York native toils five nights week 
executive chef, the Mediterranean Grill 
381 Summer Street, cordially swanky, 
white-linen-tablecloth joint tucked away 
behind Davis Square’s Rosebud Diner. But 
even you have ventured inside and tasted 
the “Heavenly Scampi” 
favorite menu item, butter-and-cream- 
drizzled dish tender lobster ravioli served 
with sea scallops and juicy shrimp you 
probably didn’t know that the culinary artist 
behind your feast has also crafted meals for 
people with entourages bigger than your 
high-school class. People like Jimmy Buffett, 


RICHARDSON learned not eat 


lobster. 


Melissa Etheridge, the Everly Brothers, B.B. 
King, Patti LaBelle, Kid Rock, Prince, Carlos 
Santana, Steven Tyler, Pete Townshend, and 
Eddie Vedder. 

Richardson’s first celebrity cooking 
experience was the early when 
prepared fresh crab, baked stuffed lobster, 
grilled-shrimp caesar salad, and “some 
flaming dessert” for Patti LaBelle, two 
bodyguards, and back-up singer 
downtown Boston hotel. this point, he’d 
already graduated from Boston’s Newbury 
College and was helping out friend 
just started rock-and-roll catering 
company.

keeps glancing down “cheat sheet” he’s 
scribbled remind himself his career’s 
trajectory. 

After four-year stint Brookline 
seafood restaurant, Richardson says 


“wanted something for résumé,” 


relocated Las Vegas, where landed 
job room-service chef Caesar’s Palace. 
was the guy who went the people’s 
room with little cart,” laughs. lot 
stars who might have been playing the 
ballroom there Rodney Dangerfield, Julio 
Iglesias, Clint Black, people like that 
sometimes they didn’t like eat public, 
wheel little cart there with little 
sauté pan and make them dinner.” Caesar’s 
was also where prepared his most 
disgusting repast: Far East delicacy 
remembers “the 100-year-old egg.” 
grimaces. “It’s some egg that’s been buried 
the ground for hundred years 
It’s like green and shit. It’s 
just nasty. And smelled horrible.” 

1995, after leaving Caesar’s 
and spending two years 
South Beach, 
Richardson went the road full- 
time. hung out with the 
Everly Brothers. toured with 
Kid Rock, but never met Pamela. 
(“Unfortunately,” sighs.) 
smoked marinated rib-eye steak 
for Jimmy Buffett. tailored 
gourmet grub that adhered the 
strict dietary guidelines set 
Steven nutritionist. 
even slaved alone Ozzfest, 
single-handedly cooking 
breakfast for 500, lunch for 700, 
and dinner for 300. pulled 
that feat off “with lot 
organization, lot hustle, and 
lot beer,” says with grin. 

Although admits 
witnessing “crazy shit” 
backstage, tends avoid 
specifics. “It’s unwritten rule: 
everything that goes back 
there you kind keep 
yourself,” says. But will 
confess tossing back shots 
Cabo Wabo tequila with Sammy 
Hagar. “The first time tried 
{Cabo Wabo], he gave me a glass 
and salt, lime. like, 
that’s tequila, man. 
the Turned out 
didn’t need it. drank and 
could not believe how smooth was. was 
dangerously smooth.” Hagar’s become 
little tubby over the last few years. 
Richardson blame? don’t know,” 
laughs. “Maybe indirectly.”

Richardson traveled van, 
followed truckload his cooking 
equipment. The days were never-ending, 
often running from a.m. midnight. And 
spent many hours tending the 
idiosyncratic demands superstars.

Hennigan noticed the 
pothole and became 
incensed.

broke her ankle. After the 
incident, she launched 


educational models and providing more 
seats in Boston classrooms. She’s also 
passionate about affordable housing. 
Criticizing Mayor Tom Menino’s office for 
not addressing housing woes directly in 
the city budget, she talks of setting aside 
10 percent of the city’s growth revenue 
er every year to help 
leverage state and 
federal funds for 
affordable housing. And 
she is fiercely supportive 
of “financial literacy” 
initiatives — so much so 
that she took her pay 
raise last year and 
distributed it to seven 
nonprofit agencies 
around the city for 
classes that would help 
both adults and children 
learn to manage their 


vigorous Campaign to 
eradicate potholes (she 
calls them a “menace” to 
pedestrians and drivers 
alike) citywide. 

Hennigan points out that while the city 
has $22 million to spend on pothole 
repair, it doesn’t use the money. So, to 
help track and enforce this critical 
maintenance, Hennigan is developing a 
Web site that will allow Boston residents 
to report potholes to the Department of 
Public Works and periodically check on 
repair status. She describes the Web site 
as a kind of police log, where citizens can 
keep tabs on their public officials, and 
calls for fining utility companies that fail to 
fix potholes properly. So great is her 
enthusiasm, it seems distinctly possible 
that the 51-year-old city councilor would 
consider tackling the potholes on her 
own, if given the chance. 

Potholes aren't the only issue that gets 
Hennigan’s blood boiling. One crusade at 
the forefront of her campaign is 
education. Because she is reluctant to 
return to a neighborhood-based school 
system before every neighborhood 
actually has enough schools, as some 
councilors have proposed, she argues for 
following through on school-construction 
plans before eliminating busing. As 
District Six councilor (a position she held 
for 18 years), Hennigan was instrumental 
in advocating for the construction of the 
Patrick J. Lyndon Pilot School in West 
Roxbury, an endeavor that addressed two 
of her major concerns: creating new

money. 

Indeed, on many 
issues Hennigan stands 
out as an independent 
voice on the council, 
much like her predecessor Peggy Davis- 
Mullen, who left the council in 2000 to run 
for mayor against Menino and lost. 
Hennigan has spoken out on everything 
from the state of Boston’s animal shelters 
to rebuilding Fenway Park to transgender 
rights. She sets herself apart from what 
she calls Boston's “political machine.” “I’m 
not on that dance card,” Hennigan says, 
while stressing that her tendency to agree 
to disagree is “very different from being 
contentious.” She does sound frustrated, 
though, when talking about “some of my 
other colleagues” who she says don't take 
the same political risks. Davis-Mullen, 
who describes today’s council as 
continuing “to struggle with its 
independence,” says Hennigan’s voice 
stands out because “there seems to be 
even fewer voices of dissent and debate” 
than in the past. 

By taking political risks — for example, 
last week Hennigan was the only 
councilor to question a settlement 
between Boston's Inspectional Services 
Department and a former employee who 
claims she was fired when she tried to 
biow the whistle on the administration — 
Hennigan thinks she has pretty much 
alienated the “institutional support” in 
already-established political and 
fundraising circles that some of her 
opponents will get. She relies more on 
neighborhood voters who see her at

stand-outs, events around the city, and 
community meetings year-round. But 
however loyal, those voters cannot be 
expected to turn out in droves for elections 
that run only city councilors on the ballot. 
As Hennigan herself observes, “The 
higher the turnout, the better | usually do.” 

Hennigan blames her relatively weak 
showing in the September 23 preliminary 
election on low turnout, saying many of 
the voters who participate in preliminary 
council elections are members of city 
unions, City Hall workers, and activists — 
all of whom are, generally speaking, more 
politically active than many of her 
supporters. Davis-Mullen agrees. “People 
on the city payroll make up a large 
number of the people who vote.” she says. 
“And sometimes they are pressured.” 
(Hennigan piaced fourth in the 
preliminaries, garnering 14 percent of the 
vote behind incumbents Michael Flaherty 
and Stephen Murphy and newcomer 
Patricia White. Fellow at-large incumbent 
Felix Arroyo got 12 percent of the vote.) 
On Election Day, when turnout will 
certainly be higher, Hennigan says she is 
confident she will make the top four. 

To do so, she'll have to do battle with 
Arroyo, whom she considers one of her 
progressive allies on the council. While 
Arroyo, a Latino, and African-American 
councilors Charles Yancey of District Four 
and Chuck Turner of District Seven have 
used recent debate over the council's 
Rule 19 to cry foul along racial lines (see 
“Local Color,” page 18), Hennigan 
suggests the body’s divide is more 
generational. She worries that younger 
councilors (including Flaherty, District Six 
councilor John Tobin, who was elected to 
Hennigan’s old seat two years ago when 
she decided to run citywide, District Eight 
councilor Mike Ross, District Five 
councilor Rob Consalvo, and District One 
councilor Paul Scapicchio) are calling for 
new blood while downplaying experience 
and knowledge. 

“There's this dynamic that we only want 
to use the new people. When | first came 
in, | wanted to learn from Ray Flynn,” she 
says of the veteran councilor who went on 
to become mayor. “| asked them, ‘What do 
you think?’ Because the more you know, 
the more information you have.... | think 
the dynamic that has developed hurts the 
body as a whole.” 

Now Hennigan, who has served 22 
years on the council — first as an at- 
large councilor when all seats were 
citywide, followed by 18 years 
representing Jamaica Plain and West 
Roxbury until she was elected at-large 
councilor two years ago — is in the 
position to provide insight and guidance, 
anyone will take it. 


Think you’ve got a tough job? Consider the daily to-do list for 
Mac Hathaway, a Maynard man who's the regional coordinator 
for Draft Gore 2004: 1) generate excitement about the 
presidential candidacy of a man who's clearly stated he will not 
run, and 2) help convince that man to reverse course and seek 
the Democratic presidential nomination. 

It's daunting stuff. But Hathaway and the other members of 
Draft Gore 2004 — which was formed last December, the day 
after Gore announced that he wouldn't seek the Democratic 
nomination — believe they can pull it off. Central to their belief is 
the notion that Gore actually does want to run, but has been 
kept out of the race by shady (and still unidentified) Democratic 
kingmakers. 

“When he said he wasn't going to run, in the very same 
statement — almost in the same sentence — he said, ‘I personally 
have the energy and the drive and the ambition to make another 
campaign, which seemed like a very odd way to say you weren't 
going to run for office,” Hathaway notes. “From that, and from 
various other sources, we derived that he had basically been 
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pressured out by donors, by someone or some small group of 
people. He has since then consistently refused to disown the draft 
movement and has said privately he would do nothing to dissuade 
us.” (Hathaway admits that he has only indirect knowledge of the 
latter statement.) “That, and the fact that he has not called our 
chairman to say, ‘I'm not running, please don’t do that, we take as 
sufficient encouragement to stay the course.” 

“We've heard privately it’s not the DNC [that dissuaded him],” 
he adds. “That sort of narrows it down — it was probably some 
big donors who needed a scapegoat. There’s a lot of lingering 
bitterness over 2000, and since the Supreme Court is beyond 
reach, you blame the quarterback when you can’t blame the 
referees. It’s sort of a simplistic approach, but it seems to be the 
one that makes the most sense.” 

As with the push to draft Wesley Clark, the movement to draft 
Gore is decentralized and organic, for better or worse. There are 
at least five Web sites devoted to Gore’s candidacy 
(ElectGore04.com, Gore2004us.com, AlGoreDemocrats.com, 
GoreABC.com, and DraftGore.com, Draft Gore 2004's official

The last days 
the Narco News Bulletin 


For the past three and a half years, Al Giordano has been 
watching the so-called war on drugs from Latin America. The 
well-connected drug lords, the shadowy involvement of US 
government officials, and the ever-present stench of murder and 
hypocrisy have all been fodder for the Narco News Bulletin 
(www.narconews.com), the online publication he starte 
“somewhere in a country called América” 

As of this Saturday, though, Narco News will cease 
publication, possibly forever. Last Friday, Giordano — a former 
Phoenix colleague of mine — posted a statement saying that a 
lack of funds and his inability to guarantee the safety of the 
“authentic journalists” who work with him (a friend and 
associate of Giordano’s, the democratic activist Carlos Sanchez 
Lopez, was assassinated in Mexico two months ago) have led 
him to conclude that the time has come to move on 

“It’s been quite a ride,” Giordano wrote. “In these 1,275 days 
that shook América, we've witnessed, reported, translated, and 
participated in the growth of a visible drug legalization 
movement in Latin America where there previously was none 
We've biown the whistle on attempted coups d'état in 
Venezuela. We've walked side by side with, and reported from 
the fronts of, the growing social and indigenous movements 
that, from Argentina, to Bolivia, to Brazil, to Ecuador, to México, 
to Peru, to Venezuela, and elsewhere, have reawakened Simén 
Bolivar’s dream of a Latin America united against impositions 
from above.” 

Giordano says the Narco News Web site — and its dee 
archives — will remain up, even after the new material stops 
flowing. 

In the United States, the trilingual Web site (English, Spanish, 
and Portuguese) is perhaps best known for having a libel suit 
against it thrown out — a landmark decision that, at least in the 
state of New York, gives independent Internet journalists such 
as Giordano the same First Amendment protections enjoyed by 
major media organizations (see “Media,” This Just In, December 
14, 2001, and “Don’t Quote Me.” News and Features, April 12 
2001). 

Giordano and Narco News had been sued by the head of 
Banamex, a large Mexican bank, who charged that Giordano 
and the publisher of a Mexican newspaper, jPor Esto!, had 
libeled him by claiming he was invoived in drug trafficking. New 
York Supreme Court justice Paula Omansky rejected the suit, 
ruling that Narco News “is a media defendant and is entitled to 
heightened protection under the First Amendment.” 

By placing Narco News and the New York Times on the same 
legal playing field, Giordano won an important victory for a new 
generation of journalists, including bloggers 

In shutting down Narco News, Giordano may he a victim of 
his own success. At first, his was very much a one-person 
operation. A man of few material needs, he appeared to live off 
the land with little concern for things such as money and 
shelter. Later, though, he brought in like-minded people to help 
with the site, and even started something called the Narco 
News School of Authentic Journalism to give young people 
some experience with his approach to independent media 
activism. 

In his message of last Friday, Giordano said he would not 
respond to media requests for comment, preferring to have his 
say on the weblog that he started several months ago, Big, Left, 
Outside (www.bigleftoutside.com). | tried anyway, and true to his 
word, he invited my questions, but said he would answer them 
on his blog. So have a look. 

A project such as Narco News could not be expected to last 
forever. It will be interesting to see what Giordano comes up 
with next.

Some are clearly situated in the political 
mainstream: Draft Gore 2004, for example, is registered as a 
political-action committee with the Federal Election Commission 
and has an organizational presence in New Hampshire, where 
volunteers are working to convince that state’s primary voters to 
write Gore in as a candidate in January 2004. Gore2004us.com, 
on the other hand, is affiliated with two groups — United Eco- 
Action and United Defenders of Liberty — which appear to be 
either identical or closely linked; according to Gore 2004us.com 
the two groups have collaborated to produce Life and Liberty in 
the Balance, described as “a cooperative grassroots full feature 
motion picture about recent events and Al Gore's vision for 
freedom, environment, and sustainable prosperity as proposed 
in his world-famous book Earth in the Balance.” 

Rather than discuss Draft Gore 2004’s more eccentric 
cousins, though, Hathaway prefers to focus on the viability of 
Gore’s candidacy. He makes his case in part by citing a recent 
Zogby poll, commissioned by Draft Gore 2004, which showed 
Gore in a statistical dead heat with President George W. Bush 
and leading the existing Democratic field among 1000 likely 
voters nationwide. “There really is a tremendous amount of 
support for him,” Hathaway says of Gore. “If he’s the nominee, he 
shouldn't have any problem winning.”

Packaged in a cylinder like the kind 
used for fishing tackle, it contains 
Egyptian dukkah (a nut-studded 
spice mix eaten with bread and 
olive oil); an Armenian wild-herb rub 
for fish; mild ground Aleppo chilies; 


the black-pepper-and-allspice-based baharat; and Lebanese zahtar, 
which combines summer savory and sesame seeds. Available at the 
restaurant, it's also sold at the Copley Square Farmers’ Market. 

* Argana’s Moroccan seasonings. This North African haven in 


Cambridge has a small store that 
sells three-ounce jars of chef 
Younes Rouzky’s own spice rubs, 
including one for chicken with gin- 
ger, black pepper, turmeric, saf- 
fron, nutmeg, mace, coriander, 
and cardamom; a similar rub for 
red meat; and one for fish that 
turns up the heat with chili, papri- 
ka, and cumin ($5.95 each). 
There's also the staple rub known 
as ras el hanout ($7.95). Applied 
to grilled meats, the mixture can 
vary widely; boasts such 
ingredients as cinnamon, cloves, 
fennel, anise, sesame seeds, and 
cayenne and white pepper. 
(Bonus: each rub is accompanied 
by a recipe.)

Don’t get excited, bub. For one thing, the first pope said 
had been charged with anti-Semitism wasn’t Pius (1922- 
but rather Pius who oversaw the kidnap- 
ping Jewish child who'd been secretly baptized his fami- 
Catholic maid, and then raised him his ward. for Pius 
readers may judge for themselves. 

Though Pius was considered saintly while alive, his rep- 
utation took hit 1963 with the appearance Rolf 
Hochhuth’s play Der Stellvertreter (“The Deputy”). Hochhuth 
depicted the pope and other Church leaders cynical ap- 
peasers who, while publicly deploring Hitler’s excesses, pri- 
vately believed that only Germany could save the West from the 
Bolsheviks. Pius has powerful defenders this day, however, 
and has been nominated for sainthood Pope John Paul II. 
But others see this way: the Holocaust presented the Catholic 
Church with the ultimate challenge, and the Church pupped. 

Here are couple key issues: 

Was Pius XII anti-Semitic? The evidence sparse, but John 
Cornwell cites letter his book that gives one pause. 
1919, while Eugenio Pacelli, the future Pius XII, was serving 
papal nuncio (ambassador) Bavaria, communist revolution- 
aries seized power Munich for three weeks. Pacelli sent this 
account Rome, describing palace occupied the reds: 
“An army employees were dashing and fro, giving out or- 
ders, waving bits paper, and the midst all this, gang 
young women, dubious appearance, Jews like all the rest 
them, hanging around all the offices with lecherous de- 
meanor and suggestive smiles. The boss this female rabble 
was [the chief revolutionary’s] mistress, young Russian 
woman, a Jew and a divorcee ... [Her lover] is a young man, 
of about 30 or 35, also Russian and a Jew. Pale, dirty, with 
drugged eyes, hoarse voice, vulgar, repulsive, with face that 
both intelligent and sly.” The pope-to-be might’ve had plenty 
reasons look down the revolutionaries, but it’s difficult 
read his remarks anything other than anti-Semitic. 

Could Pius XII have done more to save the Jews? The con- 
ventional argument, then and now, no. Hitler was not about 
deterred from his murderous designs; anything, papal 
complaints would have increased Nazi savagery. All Pius could 
do was shield individual Jews. If he harbored less-than-broth- 
erly feelings about them, his conduct pope didn’t betray it: 
one doubts that spared thousands from death hiding 
them in monasteries and the like. In Three Popes and the Jews 
(1967), Pinchas Lapide, one the pope’s many Jewish de- 
fenders, estimates that the Catholic Church under Pius saved 
700,000 860,000 Jews. But the method used calculate 
these figures dubious Lapide simply takes the number 
European Jews who survived the war, subtracts those saved 
non-Catholics, and credits the remainder Pius and company. 
Whatever the number, the pope wasn’t the prime mover 
these rescue efforts; local clerics were the real heroes. 

Here’s the crux the issue: mid 1942, Pius could have 
had doubt that the Nazis were slaughtering Jews masse. 
Yet though papal representatives did lodge protests against the 
deportation Jews, the pope himself made only vague appeals, 
never mentioning Jews Nazis specifically. (The one time 
intervened personally, attempt halt deportations from 
Hungary 1944, referred only people persecuted be- 
cause their race.) Granted, others also equivocated. But Pius 
was the pope. Just few years later, denounced communism 
and made clear wanted bishops Soviet-bloc countries 
oppose it, even they risked persecution. Condemnation the 
Holocaust might also have provoked reprisals, and certainly 
have stayed Hitler’s hand. But ever occasion de- 
manded such noble futile gesture, wasn’t this it?

The Station Agent and its star, Peter Dinklage, 
cast dwarfism new, light

EAR THE BEGINNING The Sta- 

tion Agent, film that makes its Boston 

debut Friday, there moment that 
says much about what it’s like different 
and about how easy for someone 
fall into the trap imbuing his particular dif- 
ference with more meaning than warrants.

Others are more skeptical. “The city council 
meets once week; has plenty time,” says 
David Scondras, who served the council 
from 1984 1994. 1988, three years after 
Kelly’s pro-Reagan, pro-Contra resolution was 
dismissed, Scondras resolution arguing the 
opposite point view met the same fate. This 
happened more frequently Scondras’s era 
than DiCara’s; the latter part the 
1980s, resolutions and ordinances issues 
from apartheid the Tiananmen Square 
crackdown human-rights abuses Colom- 
bia were consigned oblivion. Even so, the 
council remained attentive issues originating 
outside Boston’s city limits, reiterating sup- 
port for efforts unionize migrant 
workers California and mandating divest- 
ment city funds from financial institutions 
doing business apartheid-era South Africa. 

Scondras rejects the notion that the con- 
cerns Boston residents can neatly com- 
partmentalized into local, national, and inter- 
national categories, and questions the 
merits Flaherty’s more parochial approach. 
“It’s legitimate say the council’s business 
should the business people living the 
district the councilor represents,” Scondras 
says. “But people who live Boston aren’t 
just affected what the mayor does;

“It was dog-and-pony show,” said Tom

And in many respects, it was a show. 
Handpicked experts offered statistics and 
relayed anecdotal evi- 
dence. They testified with 
their backs the room, 
addressing their remarks 
Walters and the gover- 
nors seated the stage, 
thus relegating the audi- 
ence law-enforcement 
officials, medical direc- 
tors, and reporters 
spectator roles. Here’s 
how the day went. 


LL THE DECISIONS 

surrounding the gov- 
ernors’ summit seemed 
random. Nothing like 
had ever been held. Why 
was the drug czar coming 
town? Was this part 
the ONDCP’s 25-Cities 7 
Initiative, “local ap- 
lem” engineered target 
urban centers like Boston, 
New York, San Francisco, 
and Atlanta? And how 
was the agenda panels 
“Heroin Use New England,” the Ac- 
cess Recovery program, and “Marijuana 
Medicine” determined? How were 
the panelists chosen? 

week before the summit, the Washing- 
ton Marijuana Policy Project 
(MPP) issued press release stating that 
had been asking the ONDCP these same 
questions. “Despite the drug czar’s history 
hysterical opposition medical mari- 
juana, contacted his office good 
faith, asking could suggest panelists 
for balanced discussion,” the release 
quoted Neal Levine, director state poli- 
cies for the MPP, saying. “On Septem- 
ber 22, were told ONDCP staffer 
Brian Ferguson that ‘the panels are pretty 
much set.’ We’ve made four follow-up calls 
try find out who speaking, and 
none those calls have been returned.” 

Indeed, dismissive attitude permeated 
the ONDCP’s treatment drug-law re- 
formers who showed for the confer- 
ence. Program officials didn’t appear 
believe that anything could learned from 
them the ONDCP’s deputy director 
demand reduction, Dr. Andrea Barthwell, 
made this clear later during the med- 
ical-marijuana panel ignored them. 
Case point: the pro-medical-marijuana 
faction was ghettoized the back the 
room throughout the governors’ summit, 
pink badges identifying them “the oppo- 


sition,” while the sheriffs, doctors, and 
substance-abuse officials were sent the 
front wearing yellow badges. 

When dealing with drug-law reformers, 
the ONDCP oscillated between this sort 
condescending ignorance and abject fear. 
For example, last Wednesday morning, 
minutes before the summit’s commence- 
ment, police cars, mounted officers, and 
BPD Special Operations motorcycles were 
deployed along the cobblestone outside Fa- 
neuil Hall. Metal barricades aligned along 
the building’s perimeter reinforced the no- 
tion that the reformers posed menace. 
This was obvious overkill, given that there 
were only about protesters assembled, 
some holding signs while others dissemi- 
nated National Organization for the Re- 
form Marijuana Laws (NORML) 
leaflets. Even the congenial woman the 
summit’s media table smilingly compared 
the law-enforcement presence “Fort 
Knox.” 


COURSE, like any cause, drug-law 

reform attracts its share extremist 
freaks. And there was least one here, 
wild-eyed, orange-haired man named 
Lawrence McKinney, who argued aggres- 
sively with someone whose badge identified 
him Dr. Norman Wetteran from New 
York. Marijuana isn’t bad, ranted McKin- 
ney he’d gotten through school smok-

Mayor 
Tom Menino spoke specifically about heroin 
dealers targeting children young 12. 
Karen Tandy, administrator the Drug 
Enforcement Agency (DEA), described 
heroin addicts and years old. John 
Walters, the Office National 


Drug Policy, called school drug test- 


ing bullet” for solving the drug 
problem. Connecticut governor John Row- 
land and others invoked children arguing 
against the medicinal use marijuana. 

The hyperbole and outright misinforma- 
tion ran thick. Tandy, elaborating how 
heroin “clearly readily available” youth, 
mentioned the arrest Connecticut dealer 
less than 1500 feet from elementary 
school roughly the distance across the 
Longfellow Bridge, from South Station 
Post Office Square; even Fenway Park’s 
famed peanut-tossing vendors would have 
tough time completing that transaction. 
Menino claimed that distributors now deco- 
rate drug packaging with bright colors and 
cartoon characters deliberate attempt 
hook kids young 12. This became the 
central image the day, and the lead the 
next day’s Boston Globe. 

Yet these images are actually age-old 
street-distributor branding. “You may have 
glassine bag with tiger paw, you 
out looking for heroin you might ask for the 
tiger paw because you perceive being 
stronger higher purity,” explains An- 
thony Pedigrew, spokesperson for the 
Boston office the DEA.

But heroin really brutal, and most users 
eventually require substance-abuse treatment. 
Unfortunately, soon after making the switch 
from some other drug heroin, two big 
things happen. For one, the body quickly 
craves more and more the drug. Where 
cocaine, OxyContin, and ecstasy users usual- 
remain steady level use, heroin 
users rapidly escalate five-, 10-, and, even- 
tually, 20-bag-a-day habits. Not only hero- 
highly addictive, but users quickly learn 
how inefficient snorting for delivering their 
high. The vast majority who start out snort- 
ing (vowing never inject) end with 
needle habit, according Cullen. 


ESPITE THE FACT that cheap, plentiful 

heroin ravaging small but growing 
number of adults, the legislative and political 
focus drugs aimed squarely hyping 
fear over “the children.” Let’s just state for the 
record that there’s question teenagers can 
find the drugs they want they looking. 
But the same time, they have little trouble 


avoiding them. Menino and Boston police 
commissioner Paul Evans should take great 
pride what they’ve done keep the city’s 
kids off drugs (or least off drugs more seri- 
ous than marijuana).

They bel- 
lowed, “John Walters coming town 
spread lies!” while handing out fliers preoc- 
cupied professionals and tourists.

World horrors 


The Boston Fantastic Film Festival probes the globe for thrills 


here’s shortage fright-flick festivals Boston, 

especially October. But the Boston Fantastic Film 
Festival, project the Brattle Film Foundation and the 
estimable writer/scholar/cinephile Steven Jay Schneider, 
promises something little different: annual programs 
unusual horror and fantasy films from around the world. The 
inaugural festival, which runs this Friday through next Thursday 
the Brattle Theatre, boasts tantalizing line-up and 
area premieres well films that, even most horror fans, 
will unknown quantities. 

Schneider recently edited anthology about world horror 
and fantasy films, Fear Without Frontiers (FAB Press). The 
essays spotlight unheralded filmmakers like China’s Maxu 
Weibang and Cuba’s Jorge Molina, genres like 
“pontianak” (female-vampire) films and German “krimis” 
(thrillers) based the novels Edgar Wallace, and horror-film

It’s terrific 
book that avoids the common 
pitfalls criticism such 
movies: “golden turkey” 
condescension; mystifying

The 
“lady’s steak” ($36) has an even hearti- 
treatment marrow and two kinds 
garlic. liked the hacked-ginger lob- 
ster tails ($39) served Chinese style, 
lightly fried ginger and scallions with 
some sautéed greens, scattered fried 
coconut strips, and intriguing sweet- 
rice cake. Just enough shell is left on to 
remind Chinatown lobsters, but 
not enough make this all hard 
eat. The Sauternes-poached lobster 
($39), European-style wisp 
sauce, also superb, with purée 
peas rich guacamole, and top- 
ping fried carrot? 

also enjoyed the vertical roaster 
duck ($28), although didn’t pick 
much jasmine spice, just savory leg 
meat and sliced, beef-like rare breast. 
The garnishes here are delectably 


greasy patty taro and potato chip 


sliced pineapple. 

Does this sound like risky abun- 
dance Asian-fusion food close 
Chinatown? Perhaps, but Excelsior 
would get away with it, were not for 
weaker Asian effects the side dishes. 
The “wok-stirred” pea tendrils ($9) 
were nicely underdone, but overly fla- 
vored with raw garlic and ginger, and 
half the size cheaper, better China- 
town portion. The “twice fried yellow 
and green snap beans” ($8) were over- 


done, and — the classic weakness of 
Anglo stir-fry greasy and limp. 


Yucca fries ($6) would have been 
the old Biba “Starches” column. These 
are actually long yucca tater tots, more 
like panisses (peanut and chickpea 
fries) than anything Latino, but satisfy- 
ingly fried and starchy, with nice 
ly sals a dip. 

The wine list international, long, 
and expensive, and the restaurant 
emphasizes taking most diners 
glass elevator through the wine-storage 
areas. Still, some more affordable bottles 
and half-bottles are only just being 
added, and could find little fit 
group red-wine drinkers eating lots 
seafood. settled Loire red, bottle 
2001 Domaine Joguet “Les Petites 
Roches” Chinon ($40). Chilled, might 
have done the job, being the lighter, 
fruitier style French red, with enough 
acidity for lobster and scallop. Coffee, 
decaf, and tea (all $3) were good and 
served well, but not the special experi- 
ences one might expect this level. 

The desserts are not stunning (nor 
shocking) what remember from 
Biba, but they will make new memories, 
especially the sourdough chocolate cake 
($10). there any sourdough this, 
it’s the only flour used, tastes 
200 percent chocolate, but the fromage 
blanc ice cream does have buttermilk- 
like sour quality that very complemen- 
tary. Sticky toffee pudding with Devon 
cream ($10) English-style pudding 
served the shape star, with star- 
shaped wafer decorate it, and makes 
wonderful comfort dessert. Mascarpone- 
cream napoleon ($10) deconstruct- 
that doesn’t even look like 
napoleon, but rather like pile sweet- 
ened cream with few wafers sticking 
the layers. It’s saved excel- 
lent poached pear the side. 

The rooms retain view the trees 
and bit the Common, with neutral 
interior enlivened red lamps and some 
abstract paintings the walls. Carpet- 
ing should reduce the noise, but it’s still 
louder restaurant than its competitors. 
Tables are somewhat small for the plates 
and tend clutter up. Service very 
good and unobtrusive. remember lot 
food explanation from waitress early 
Biba.

Bruce Campbell is a favorite of horror-film 
geeks, and he’s also a talented actor. As in 
his cult-hit Evil Dead series, he brings 
pathos and humor to the most outlandish 
and gruesome premises. In Don Coscarelli’s 
adaptation of the Joe R. Lansdale short 
story, Campbell plays Elvis Presley, now an 
ailing septuagenarian in an East Texas rest 
home with a suppurating sore on his peck- 
er. The explanation of how he got there and 
why he’s not dead is about as plausible as 
the rest of the story, which has an ancient 
Egyptian mummy stalking the home’s old- 
timers to suck out their souls through their 
assholes. 

Fortunately, one of Elvis’s fellow resi- 
dents is former president Jack Kennedy 
Davis, matching Campbell with 
touching and hilarious turn), now an elderly 
biack man (“they dyed me from head to 
toe”) with a sack of sand replacing his brain 
and obsessed with conspiracy theories. 
They make an unlikely if formidable duo 
battling the decomposing, cowboy-booted 
revenant, but they're helped considerably by 
Coscarelli’s understated but electrifying 
style, which utilizes dark corridors, creepy 
sound effects, and split-second montages 
and flashbacks to thrilling effect.

THE HOUSE 
THE DEAD 


This listless big-screen blow-up the Sega 
video game reduces horror genre conven- 
tions to banal clichés. Start with the five 
good-looking and painfully vapid posers 
who are stranded on an island where “the 
rave of the year” is supposed to go down 
but no one’s in sight. (Clue to the clueless; 
your buddies have all been chomped up by 
an army of flesh-eating zombies and you're 
next.)

rimes and scandals involving celebri-

Benjamin Zander’s Mahler 
Emmanuel’s John Harbison series

ack 1979, the Boston Philharmonic 

Orchestra was founded because 

For seven years Benjamin Zan- 
der had been conducting Civic Sym- 
phony, and had the nerve program this 
most challenging symphonic composers. 
That ought have been more than largely 
amateur orchestra could handle, and the 
edges were certainly rough. Yet word was get- 
ting out that these performances were 
thrilling, the cutting edge, overflowing 
with passion and complex ideas. People who 
would never go to a community orchestra 
suddenly found that this community orchestra 
was the place be. But long symphonies that 
demanded absolute concentration not only 
from the players but also from the audience 
were not what the board trustees wanted 
hear. They didn’t care for all that “Mailer” (as 
one them apparently thought the name was 
pronounced), and they fired Zander. Next 
thing you knew, practically all the players had 
resigned and new orchestra was created 
one that played lot Mahler. 

Now, celebrating their 25th season, Zan- 
der and the Boston Philharmonic are doing 
remarkable thing they’re spending en- 
tire year playing nothing but Mahler. Such 
stars soprano Heidi Grant Murphy and 
mezzo-soprano Mitsuko Shirai are making

Both the 
song cycle and the symphony, can’t 
imagine any harpist’s bass notes ever tolled 
with more ominous resonance than Martha 
But “Blumine” makes odd point

Emmanuel Music’s concert performance 
Alfonso und Estrella last winter, 
was out his emotional depth and vocal 
range here. crooned his high notes 
treacly falsetto (imagine Vic Damone Tony 
Martin doing Mahler) and growled toneless 
low notes.

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LUCINDA WILLIAMS: 
COUNTRY AND BLUES 


Long before Lucinda Williams laid the 
groundwork for her ascent into the al- 
terna-country pantheon with now 
classic 1988 homonymous album 
Rough Trade, she had whole other 
career Rory trad-folk- 
blues singer/guitarist that yielded two 
albums the Folkways label 
1979’s Ramblin’ Mind and 
Happy Woman Blues. Although 
she rarely plays any the material 
from those two discs, which were reis- 
sued Rounder 1991, she’s contin- 
ued feed her Ramblin’ muse, with 
least one gritty rocker each release 
that’s less country than blues tunes 
like “Changed the Locks” from that 
landmark 1988 album and “Joy” from 
1998’s celebrated Car Wheels 
Gravel Road (Mercury) 

When Williams arrived stage 
the Orpheum week ago Tuesday, she 
not only looked more comfortable than 
she has her past couple local ap- 
pearances but she apparently felt 
confident enough kick things off 
without the help her seasoned back- 
ing band. With just acoustic guitar 
hand, and music stand hold her 
book lyrics front her, she per- 
formed touching version “Passion- 
ate Kisses,” gutsy track from the 
1988 album that’s become her best 
known number thanks Mary Chapin 
Carpenter, who had mainstream 
country hit with the song. More than 
anything she’s written since, “Passion- 
ate Kisses” captures unique 
appeal, with its deceptively simple yet 
artful chord progression and guitar 
hook, and lyrics that reveal woman 
now who wants both the 
freedom rock out and stable home 
life, the authority lead the boys 
the band and the womanly vulnerability 
surrender romance. Fifteen years 
later, remains the blueprint for the 
kinds songs that have made her such 
darling critics. 

But once Williams was joined the 
boys her band, she cranked the 
volume, dug her heels, and played 
gritty set that peaked with hard-hit- 
ting version the bluesy “Joy.” There 
was plenty strumming and twang- 
ing along the way keep her feet 
planted firmly the rootsy side the 
tracks. Yet with her mussed-up hairdo 
and thin, boyish figure, she looked 
every bit the Keith Richards/ Paul 
Westerberg rocker, point she 
brought home when, uncharac- 
teristically talkative moment, she in- 
troduced the closing number her 
14-song set “Real Live Bleeding 
Fingers and Broken Guitar Strings” 
tribute the late, great Min- 
neapolis band the Replacements.

JOHN McLAUGHLIN: 
REMEMBER SHAKTI? 


John McLaughlin’s band Remember 
Shakti his latest vehicle for exploring 
the intersection jazz and Indian clas- 
sical music, two forms that embrace 
improvisation and mastery. Both ele- 
ments were the fore during the quar- 
tet’s appearance Sanders Theatre 
last Friday. “Ma Pa,” the group 
took off like beboppers, opening and 
closing with fiery head and playing 
round-robin solos until they seemed 
have wrung every bit sweat and fire 


from the tune’s blazing, polyrhythmic 
theme. fact, most the night was 
devoted the thunderous interplay 
master percussionists Zakir Hussain 
and Vinayakram Selvaganesh tabla, 
ghatam, and other traditional Indian 
instruments, interplay offset fast, 
slashing statements from McLaughlin’s 
electric guitar and Upalappu Shrini- 
vas’s electric mandolin. 

But listeners who remember Shakti, 
the pioneering world-music outfit 
McLaughlin formed 1975 after dis- 
banding his Mahavishnu Orchestra, 
couldn’t help noticing lack melodic 
development the Sanders perform- 
ance. The original Shakti name 
that means “creative intelligence, beau- 
ty, and power” thrived more than 
rhythmic intensity and instrumental 
flash. McLaughlin and Shakti violinist 
Lakshminarayana Shankar engaged 
long, exploratory ballets melody, en- 
tangling their instruments through se- 
ries daring, intertwined lines that ex- 
plored the soaring, microtonal delights 
Southern Indian classical music 
the fullest. Friday, the melodies 
seemed more means sparring than 
spooning. They were usually restricted 
short passages that McLaughlin and 
Shrinivas exchanged what appeared 
contests, save for the impressive 
stretches unison playing that brought 
the concert peaks breathless inten- 
sity. Although Shrinivas roughly half 
McLaughlin’s age, seemed the veter- 
guitar virtuoso’s equal speed, dy- 
namics, tone, and imagination. slid- 
ing his fingers along the strings, was 
able make his instrument wail with 
the voice-like fluidity the sarod. 

McLaughlin seemed tame con- 
trast. It’s his bold precision acoustic 
guitar and the soulful gutty richness 
has traditionally produced through the 
fat, round tones hollow-body elec- 
tric employing distorted 
amplifier that have helped make him 
giant the instrument. Sanders, 
chose use synthesizer transform 
his strings into angelic choir the 
Shakti set piece “Maya,” and trail 
his notes with bell-like harmonics else- 
where. The digital generation 
those tones robbed him degree 
expression, thus occasionally render- 
ing the music and McLaughlin 
generic those familiar with such ef- 
fects. With melodies and McLaughlin 
too often the back burner and the 
rhythms full boil, this concert 
seemed like passing torch 
its other original member, Hussain.

The fourth 
full-length from one-time Elephant 6 
protégés Beulah finds the sextet in 
just as dark a frame of mind as 
2001's outwardly sunny, inwardly 
gloomy The Coast Is Never Clear. 
Given that three band members got 
divorced this year, Yoko is an even 
more mordant affair. Singer-song- 
writer Miles Kurosky still layers his 
songs about bitter heartache and 
flagging romance with brass, pedal 
steel guitars, and energetic chorus- 
es (“Me and Jesus Don't Talk Any- 
more”); all the same, it's hard to hum 
merrily along to “Landslide” when 
you're hearing, “I know you won't try/ 
Because you're scared and you're 
weak/And you don't give a fuck 
about me/And | do believe that you 
hate yourself.” Kurosky’s fondness 
for Pavement's cracked elegance in- 
spires the piano-laden “Hovering” 
and “You're Only King Once.” There 
has lately been much speculation 
about a band break-up — and the 
title of this album is likely to fan those 
flames (after all, whose name is 
more synonymous with a great band 
breaking up?).

(Metropolis). Clan of Xymox remain 
one of the best of the practicing 
British goth groups to have come 
out of the '80s and survived the 
‘90s.

Roc). An instrumental surf band 
who wear Mexican wrestling masks 
on stage, Los Straitjackets have 
never been caught short on gim- 
micks. In keeping with their B-movie 
routine, Supersonic Guitars in 3-D 
comes with 3-D glasses and an as- 
sortment of funky black-and-white 
3-D drawings in the sleeve. But if 
they've been able to keep their 
shtick going for a full seven albums, 
that’s because their chops match 
their commitment to camp. 

They also know when to change 
things up a bit. This time around, 
they've added an element of low-end 
blues to the mix, perhaps inspired by 
the fact that the disc was recorded at 
producer Mark Neill’s Soil of the 
South studio, where the White Stripes 
recorded Elephant.

Pop). On her second album, Rosie 
Thomas again shows that gestures 
needn't be grand to be powerful. In 
some ways, her indie-folk sound has a 
lot in common with that of close pal, 
periodic collaborator, and fellow 
Seattle-ite Damien Jurado: tender 
acoustic guitars and piano, gently 
tapped drums, and whispers of violin, 
cello, organ, and glockenspiel fash- 
ioned into arrangements as modest 
as a Quaker meeting house.

one of outsiders, castaways, and ec- 
centric loners set against a backdrop 


of skeletal, country-inflected guitar | 


strums and languid tempos. Rennie 
is the author of the Poe-ish lyrics 
that Brett sings in a somber baritone. 
He also writes the music and plays 
simple, subtle melodies on guitar, 
bass, saw, and pedal steel. 

Singing Bones marks the couple's 
move from Chicago to Albuquerque, 
and their new desert locale is 
reflected in the Southwestern flavor 
of several of the tunes. There’s an 
easy mix with the trad country over- 
tones they've cultivated in the past. 
And both styles offer dark settings for 
the morbid tales Rennie is so fond of 
writing. In “The Song of a Hundred 
Toads,” a man heads to the gold 
mines with his dog and horse, but his 
horse soon falls off a cliff along with 
everything he owns. Spooked by 
howling coyotes, his dog snaps at him 
and then leaves. By the fifth day of his 
decline, the man is eating handfuls of 
dirt. Elsewhere, Brett sings of a 
haunted office and a 24-hour store 
filled with lonely souls — standard 
fare for the Handsome Family.

PUNK JAZZ: THE JACO 
PASTORIUS ANTHOLOGY (Rhino). 


Punk Jazz provides a well-rounded | 


account of the late fretless-electric- 


bassist Jaco Pastorius's groundbreak- | 


ing career. His unorthodox use of 
chords, harmonics, and melody cou- 
pled with an unusual blending of funk, 


classical, fusion, and Latin elements 


revolutionized the way the electric 
bass was thought of in jazz. Although 
his style has since been expanded 
upon, Pastorius’s work is worthy of the 
re-examination it’s given here. 

Rather than overloading the col- 
lection with familiar tracks from his 
stint in the "70s fusion outfit Weather 
Report, the first disc of this two-CD 
set unearths a number of Pastorius’s 


| guest appearances with other artists 


in which the bass invariably ends up 


| high in the mix. For “Goodbye Pork 


Pie Hat” from Joni Mitchell's Mingus 
and Pat Metheny’s “Midwestern Sum- 
mer Night's Dream,” he provides im- 
Provisations.

29, 2002, one year to the day after 
George Harrison's death, his 
friends and family gathered to play 
a concert tribute to the former Bea- 
tle, and it’s now being released as a 
standard concert documentary di- 
rected by David Leland. We see 
Eric Clapton (who organized the 
event), Paul McCartney, Jeff Lynne, 
Tom Petty, and Joe Brown. Harri- 
son's mentor, sitar player Ravi 
Shankar, composed a piece for the 
concert; it's conducted by his 
daughter Anoushka and is heard in 
part. Brief interviews with the musi- 
cians offer only a glimpse into Har- 
rison’s private persona, and though 
the songs — mostly Harrison's own 
— are moving, the tribute is too 
shallow to be revealing and too rev- 
erential to engross as a music doc- 
umentary. Tom Hanks is wasted in 
the too-brief nod to Harrison's ex- 
tracurricular activities as a produc- 
er for Monty Python, and though his 
wife and his son appear on stage, 
very little of his life is conveyed. 
Fans will of course be interested, 
but this extended concert video is 
an inadequate tribute to Harrison's 
remarkable life.

James 
Ivory’s Le Divorce is to sophisticat- 
ed French romantic comedy what 
Renault’s Le Car is to top-of-the- 
line French automotive design. 
Adapting the modern-day Diane 
Johnson romance set in France, 
Ivory demonstrates once again (re- 
member Slaves of New York?) that 
he’s far more convincing when 
working with a period classic like A 
Room with a View than with some- 
thing fresh off the bestseller list. Is 
that because they wrote better 
books way back when, or simply 
because they had better clothes 
and furniture? Most likely it’s be- 
cause Ivory is a superficial sensi- 
bility who when the material is 
closer at hand can’t pull off the illu- 
sion of depth. In this pseudo Jane 
Austen/Henry James bonbon, 
young American Isabel (Kate Hud- 
son, convincingly artless) pays a 


visit to her stepsister Roxy (an un- 
characteristically shrill Naomi 
Watts) in Paris only to find that 
Roxy's worthless husband, 
Charles-Henri (Melvil Poupaud), 
has ditched her. So Isabel has an 
affair with Charles-Henri's right- 
wing politician uncle (Thierry Lher- 
mitte). How French! But in reality 
this is a film about art. Not only 
does Glenn Close (who looks as if

This film 
from Nicolas Philibert epitomizes 
the strengths that appear to be 
constant in his work: respect and 
love for his subjects, formal open- 
ness, the ability to immerse the 
viewer in a world that has been for- 
gotten (here that of children) or that 
may be all but unknown (in his 
other films, the worlds of madness, 
of animals, of the deaf). Philibert 
sees these worlds as utopias, and 
he patiently maps their possibilities 
for pleasure and understanding. His 
camera is so unobtrusive that you 
hardly notice its unobtrusiveness. A 
study of a semester at the primary 
school of a small French farming 
community, Etre et avoir stimulates 
and enchants no less through its 
supple and elegant images than 
through its dense and poignant 
sounds. Philibert encourages you 
to remember the many sounds of 
school: voices, coughs, the rustling 
of clothes, the rubbing and scrap- 
ing of pens on paper,

whispering, a glass breaking, sleds 
hissing down a snowy hill — 
sounds that approach a hallucina- 
tory intensity of too much happen- 
ing at once.

But his writing, acting, and 
directing are all pedestrian, and 
The Gatekeeper never gets be- 
yond being a didactic, by-the-num- 
bers TV movie. Frey's Adam Fields 
is a border patrolman who takes 
relish in catching, and beating on, 
Mexicans sneaking into California 
He even belongs to a secret red- 
neck group out to win the USA 
back for Caucasians. The surprise 
(?) is that he’s actually Mexican 
himself; he’s been put off from his 
ethnic identity because his Mexi- 
can madre was a $20-a-shot 
whore. In a confusing plot turn, 
Adam goes underground dis- 
guised as a Mexican illegal; the 
next thing you know, he’s hidden in 
a truck and being driven into Cali- 
fornia by a crew of vicious Anglo 
coyotes who recruit him for their 
drug factory. Everyone in the 
movie, including uneducated Mexi- 
cans, speaks in pidgin English, 
and several non-Hispanic actors 
have major Hispanic roles. Why 
isn't the movie all in Spanish with 
English subtitles? Why aren't all 
the Mexican characters played by 
Mexicans, or by Mexican-Ameri- 
cans? Of course, Adam learns that 
he mustn't deny his Mexican iden- 
tity.

*x*xGHOSTS OF THE ABYSS 
(2003). Near, far, or wherever he 
may be, James Cameron is always 
close to Titanic. Cameron looks to 
his Oscar-winning epic for his first 
big-screen release since 1997, a 3- 
D IMAX documentary that explores 
never-before-seen wreckage of Ti- 
tanic (the ship, not Kate Winslet's 
career), narrated by the film's 
mock-documentarian, Bill Paxton 
Cameron, Paxton, and a group of 
scientists and historians went 
aboard a Russian research ship 
and took two submarines two miles 
under the ocean's surface to the 
explore the hulk. Two high-defini- 
tion underwater remote-operated 
video cameras were specially cre- 
ated for the film and maneuvered 
within the ship’s wreckage to reveal 
hidden treasures of the luxury liner, 
such as the undamaged stained- 
glass windows in the dining room 
and a glass and carafe intact upon 
a shelf in a cabin.

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% & & THE MATRIX RELOADED (Warner). Larry and Andy Wachowski’s The Matrix was, hands 
down, the best cyberpunk/kung fu/techno-pagan/Christian-allegory action film ever made. The Ma- 
trix Reloaded is the second best. As before, we're back in the worid of the Matrix, a virtual-reality 
simulacrum of late-20th-century Earth meant to hide from all humans the knowledge that they're 
really bio-electric Duracells powering the machines that enslave them. Our hardy band of hackers 
— the messianic Neo (Keanu Reeves), his lover Trinity (Carrie-Anne Moss), his mentor Morpheus 
(Laurence Fishbume), and newbie Link (Harold Perrineau Jr.) — are among the soldiers fighting to 
save Zion, the underground refuge of the last band of free humans, from the latest onslaught by the 
machines, which have sent an army of squidlike robot sentinels tunneling toward the cave city. 
Again, Neo enters the Matrix to consult the grandmotherly Oracle (Gloria Foster) for advice; again. 
Trinity and Morpheus wreak havoc in skyscrapers; again, Neo must confront Agent Smith (Hugo 
Weaving), an enforcement program who's gone off the reservation but still has it in for his old foe. 
And again, Neo and his compatriots ponder the limits of free will in a universe where humans and 
computer programs are indistinguishable. There are some plot shockers that raise questions about 
what Neo's crew (and viewers) think they know about the Oracle, her prophecies, the natures of 
both the Matrix and the rebellion, and Neo's own anomalous gifts. And as in The Matrix, the wild 
card is something beyond the reasoning of both computers and humans — the inexplicably tran: 
scendent power of love. That may be the greatest astonishment the film has to offer — or, as the 
philosopher Keanu Reeves would say, “Whoa.” (138m) 


*& & & THE SAFETY OF OBJECTS (MGM). Rose Troche (Go Fist) has expanded her range with this 
adaptation of short stories by A.M. Homes: she offers a skewed, unpredictable, compassionate 
study of the interconnection of human frailties and passions. At the center of the film's minuet of 
four messed-up suburban families is Paul Gold (Joshua Jackson), even though (or perhaps be- 
cause) he's comatose, an accident victim hooked up to life support and tended by his mother Es 
ther (Glenn Close in one of her best performances). The line-up also includes Paul's sister Julie 
(Jessica Campbell), next-door neighbor and struggling single mom Annette (the brilliant and ubiqui 
tous Patricia Clarkson), local handyman Randy (Timothy Olyphant), and neighbor Jim Train (Dermot 
Mulroney), a lawyer who recently lost his job and has become increasingly deranged. Using judi 
cious flashbacks and an exquisite eye for detail (Paul is just one of the objects offering safety) 
Troche performs a task similar to Robert Altman's in Short Cuts and Ang Lee's in The Ice Storm but

(2003). “Who needs a home when 
you have a colostomy bag?” Yep, 
we're back in Coen Brothers Land, 
in the Big Lebowski neighborhood, 
at the corner of quirky and inconse- 
quential. There’s no reason this film 
should work. It's the product of sev- 
eral seemingly incompatible sensi- 
bilities: the Coens versus the three 
screenwriters who worked on earli- 
er drafts of the script; the Coens 
versus producer Brian Grazer, 
who's known for making garish, vul- 
gar, expensive blockbusters with 
Ron Howard. But though /ntolera- 
ble Cruelty is as willfully arcane 
and offbeat as any Coen picture, it 
also has plenty of broad laughs, 
both verbal and visual, not to men- 
tion two attractive A-List pros act- 
ing at the top of their game. George 
Clooney's Miles Massey is the 
Alexander the Great of unscrupu- 
lous Los Angeles divorce lawyers. 
That changes when he meets 
Marylin Rexroth (Catherine Zeta- 
Jones), world-class golddigger and 
serial divorcée. Like the flirtatious 
thieves in Ernst Lubitsch’s Trouble 
in Paradise, they recognize each 
other as kindred spirits, but they 
find it as much fun to compete and 
to betray each other as to surren- 
der to their mutual attraction. Al- 
most everyone else in the movie is 
a typical Coen grotesque, from 
Massey's ancient and intestinally 
deficient senior partner (the subject 
of that colostomy remark) to an
